WASHINGTON, July 23—The 
Agriculture Department predicted 
today that retail food prices dur¬ 
ing the months ahead will con¬ 
tinue moderately higher than a 
year ago. 

It based this forecast on pros¬ 
pects of a continuation of the pre¬ 
sent high levels of employment 
and consumer incomes. 

In a report on the national food 
situation, the department also said 
that prospects now point to a food 
supply large enough to maintain 
civilian consumption during the 
second half of the year at about 
the rate of the past year 

It said retail food prices dur¬ 
ing April-June quarter of 1957 
averaged 3 per cent above those 
of a year ago despite the fact that 
farm prices were about the same 
in both periods.

Take Beechel Fraley 
At Former Home 


WEST LIBERTY. Kv., July 30 
—Beechel Fraley, 47, an escape * 
life termer, was re-captured at 
dawn Tuesday morning at his 
former home in the Ruin section 
of Elliott county by Elliott County 
Sheriff June Lewis, three depu¬ 
ties and five State Police.

Of¬ 
ficers found him in bed upstairs 
in the house the Fraleys aban¬ 
doned soon after he was sen¬ 
tenced to the penitentiary His 
wife was with him when officers 
entered the house. They found 
the couple in an upstairs bed¬ 
room.

Infectious Hepatitis Is 
On Increase In State 


Reported cases of infectious 
hepatitis (jaundice) in Kentucky 
during the last 12 months num¬ 
ber 464. nearly twice as many as 
in the previous 12 months per¬ 
iod. The disease spreads from 
person to person by close contact 
and also may be transmitted in 
contaminated water. There is no 
diagnostic test for infectious hep¬ 
atitis. but anyone who has been 
contact with an infected person 
and who, within six weeks, de¬ 
velops jaundice, nausea, muscle 
pains and other symptoms, prob¬ 
ably has the disease. Although 
the disease is usually mild, the 
patient requires rest and a nutri¬ 
tious diet. There are no general 
immunization methods available, 
but gamma globulin will give 
temporary protection—State De¬ 
partment of Health Bulletin.

Women May Get 
Social Security At 
Age 62, Is Ruling 


Under the new social security 
law, women may receive bene¬ 
fits at age 62 instead of having 
to wait until they reach 65 These 
earlier benefits first became pay¬ 
able beginning with the month of 
November 1956. 

The law. however, provides that 
the monthly benefit of wives of 
retired workers and of women 
who collect on their own work 
will be reduced in proportion to 
the length of time before 65 they 
choose to have payments star' 
That is. these women may choose 
to have their benefits start with 
any month between ages 62 and 
65, but the nearer they are to 65, 
the higher will be the benefit 
rate. 


In the case of women who qua¬ 
lify on their own employment, 
the monthly benefit is reduced by 
slightly more than one-half of 
one percent for each month be¬ 
fore 65 benefits begin. This may 
sound complicated, but it really 
isn't. Let's see how it works out 
in actual practice. 

Mildred was 62 years old in 
February 1957. She is single. 
Mildred has heard about the 
changes in the law affecting wo¬ 
men 62 to 65. She checks with 
her local social security office, 
and is notified that she has work¬ 
ed long enough under social sec¬ 
urity to qualify for monthly ben¬ 
efits. Mildred learns that if she 
chooses to start her benefits with 
February 1957, the month in 
which she reaches 82, her bene- 

f.t rate would be $62.80 per 
month. Should she wait until she 
reaches 65 to collect, her bene¬ 
fit rate would be $78.50. 

Mildred is told that she can 
start her benefits at any time, | 
but the closer she is to 65 when 
they begin, the closer to her full) 
amount of $78.50 she will get. She | 
also learns that if she starts her 
benefits before 65, the reduced 
amount she will get will remain 
permanently reduced even after 
she is 65. Mildred must now dec¬ 
ide whether she wants the re¬ 
duced amount now. or whether 
she is willing not to have any 
benefits at the present time so, 
that she can receive a greater 
amount later on. 

Roughly the same situation ap- | 
plies to wives collecting social 
security based on the husband's ] 
social security account. In the I 


cases of wives age 62 to 65, the 
monthly wife's benefit is reduced 
by about two-thirds of one per¬ 
cent for each month before 65 a 
wife chooses her benefits to start 
with. 

George is receiving social sec¬ 
urity benefits of $88.50 per month. 
His wife, Gladys, was 62 in March 
1956. Gladys has also heard about 
the changes in the law affecting 
women In February 1957, Gladys 
contacts her social security of¬ 
fice and is told that at 65 she 
would receive $44.30 per month as 
George's wife. However. if she 
wishes, Gladys may choose to 
have her reduced benefits of $35.70 
start with November 1956 (Nov¬ 
ember 1936 because that was the 
first month for which reduced 
women's benefits were payable.) 
Gladys is also told that if she 
chooses the reduced benefit be¬ 
fore 65 it will remain permanen¬ 
tly reduced even after 65. 

Like Mildred, Gladys must de¬ 
cide whether she wants to col- 
lec* the reduced amount now or 
wait and receive a larger amount 
later on. Both Gladys and Mil¬ 
dred have had their status ex¬ 
plained to them by their local 
social security office. It is now 
up to them to decide what to do.

Buddies Can Enlist, 

Train Together In 
U.S. Marine Corps 

Two, three, four or even five 
buddies can walk into a Marine 
recruiting office and be given as¬ 
surance they’ll all be scheduled 
to remain together throughout 
the initial phases of their train- 
ing. 

S.Sgt. Floyd King of the Mar¬ 
ine Corps Recruiting Sub Station 
at Pikeville. Kentucky, announced 
that now he has the authority 
to guarantee that close friends 
who enlist together will be as¬ 
signed to the same “boot camp" 
platoon. 

The Buddy Sytem—the Leat¬ 
herneck recruiter calls it—appiles 
even after graduation from re¬ 
cruit training at Parris Island, 
S. C. The buddies go together to 
| Camp Lejeune, N. C. for their 
advanced individual combat train¬ 
ing, still belonging to one platoon. 

Sergeant King says the new 
idea is paying-off threefold. 

The guarantee of recruit and 
infantry training becomes null and 
void in a few circumstances. Each 
enlistee of a buddy group is 
given fair warning that disciplin¬ 
ary action, hospitaliaztion, train¬ 
ing set-backs, discharge or other 
similar action can cause indivi¬ 
duals to leave the orginally as¬ 
signed platoon. 

Asked if girls could get the 
same guarantee by joining the 
Marine Corps with their friends, 
the local recruiter answered in 
the affirmative but immediately 
qualified it with, “Men will train 
in men platons and girls in Wo¬ 
men Marine platoons.’’ 

“Should a man enlist with his 
girl friend? We can guarantee 
only that they’ll train on the same 
island together—Parris Island!” 

Points Listed For 
Sanitation In Food 

Walter C. Blevins, sanitarian 
for Morgan county, states that 
good sanitation in food prepara¬ 
tion is highly important in pre¬ 
venting illness, and lists these 
do’s and don’t for a housewife or 
restaurant operator: 

1. Wash your hands with soap 
and hot water before cooking or 
after using the toilet. 

2. Wear a clean apron, and use 
clean towels and dish cloths. 

3. Keep your fingernails clean. 

4. Dont’ wash your hands in the 
dish water or sink where food is 
being prepared. 

5. Don't prepare or serve food 
if you have a cold or open sore 
on hands, arms or face. 

6 . Cook meats thoroughly, es¬ 
pecially pork. 

7. Keep all food covered and 
safe from contamination. 

8 . Use pasteurized milk, cheese 
and butter. 

9 . Store cleaning, insect-killing 
and disinfecting materials away 
from food, and label them well. 

10. Don’t store bottled drinks 
under ice or in water. 

11. Wash the stirring spoon 
properly each time after you use 
it for tasting, if you must sample 
your cooking. 

12. Refrigerate creamed foods 
and custard desserts if they are 
not to be served immdiatly. 
place for germs to harbor, 
cracked china and glasses, a good 
place for germs o harbor. 

14. Do not handle food unless 
necessary. 

15. Cover coughs and sneezes 
with a handkerchief or tissue.

LEXINGTON, Ky„ July 29- 
Steady to weak prides are ex¬ 
pected for well-fed cattle (choice 
and prime grades) in August and 
September, the Kentucky Ex¬ 
periment Station economics de¬ 
partment said in its bi-weekly 
outlook letter this week. 

Prices for better grades have 
trended upward since February 
and market supplies have fallen 
below those of a year earlier, the 
]letter said. 

"Prices in July may have reach¬ 
ed close to the peak for 1957 un¬ 
less late fall prices move high- 
et,” the economists said. There 
are eight percent more fed cat¬ 
tle in 13 major cattle-feeding 
[ states than a year ago. Market¬ 
ings of fed cattle did not increase 
during the first three weeks of 
July, but may increase in August 
and September. 

“In fact,’’ says the letter, “num¬ 
ber of grain fed cattle sent to 
market is likely to be from 10 to 
20 percent higher in August and 
September than for the same per¬ 
iod of 1956.” The economists also 
said a rising price trend for fed 
cattle could develop in the late fall 
and early winter months, due to 
an expected decline by mid-fall in 
marketings; a possible decline of 
cattle being placed on feed; and 
a slight decline in short-term feed¬ 
ing of heavy cattle for late fall 
and winter markets. 

Kentucky farmers who have 
late-planted corn or sorghum 
gram may consider short term 
cattle-feeding this fall and win¬ 
ter. “Such an operation may be 
a good way to utilize this feed, 
particularly where storage and! 
drying facilities are lacking.’’ 

For feeder cattle, the letter | 
rays further, prices may decline 
somewhat from present levels 
but likely will remain well ab¬ 
ove the 1946 prices. Improved 
prices are due to high fed-cattle 
prices and improved pasture con¬ 
ditions. A slightly smaller supply 
of feeder and grass-fat cattle is 
expected this fall, however; the 
calf crop may be three to four 
percent below the 1956 crop; and 
western states probably will re¬ 
tain more heifer calves. 

“Prices of feeder cattle might 
tend to rise through the fall 
months,” the letter states. “Such 
a trend is most likely if fed cat¬ 
tle prices show the expected ris¬ 
ing . trend noted previously. As 
marketings increase early in the 
fall season, reduced supply of 
feeder cattle may not make it¬ 
self apparent until later on.

“What's wrong with is?” he 
wanted to know.

Then, see¬ 
ing the amazed expression on 
my face, he explained: "Really, 
there’s nothing to it. I wash half 
the windows in this hotel, and 
I ought to know. I enjoy my job. 
I love to see a window sparkling 
clean."

“You’ve got to be relaxed," he 
explained.
